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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Applicant has submitted terminal disclaimers to obviate double patenting 
rejections. A terminal disclaimer received March 24, 2005 and accepted March 27, 
2005 has overcome the double patenting rejection over the issued claims of US Patent 
6,733,979. A terminal disclaimer filed April 22, 2005 and accepted April 27, 2005 has 
successfully obviated the double patenting rejection over the issued claims in US Patent 
5,272,941, As such, all double patenting rejections of record have been withdrawn.
